I just received a used 556 and the symptoms are as follows: 

* very little received audio. Can only just hear the powerhouse broadcasters 
on 40M and some digital stuff on 30M. Best S-meter reading on 40M is S-3 and 
no meter movemnent on 30M. I can make out a few CW signals if I listen 
closely. 


x there is very little difference in audio when I disconnect the antenna. 


* On transmit, I can hear the sidetone but get no power meter deflection. I 
tried the power adjustment pot to no avail. It shows 1W on my NN1G rig. 


*x What works? The keyer, display, tuning and volume. The VBW filter seems to 
work but with such low signals it is hard to tell. 


I checked the power supply, antenna and antenna tuner; all are fine. All 
internal connections seem to be OK, except the ones under the speaker that I 


could not see.

Anyone ever align the carrier oscillators in the Ten Tec Argosy? 
I do not have a frequency counter, but have aligned every other 
radio quite nicely without one. Anyway, it is pretty easy to see 
(by ear) that my center of the passband is Nowhere near 750 Hz 
with the crystal filter as I got it. 


I looked in the manual, page 3-18, and the procedure refers to 

C1 and C2 only. There is C1, C2 and C3. I suspect a misprint 
(there must be one, as they are marked on the schematic differently 
than the instruction references.) Anyway, I can get the CW 

center frequency to about 750 Hz, but then it is difficult to 

get the center where I want it on SSB without taking SB-R out into 
never never land. I got the two to "sound" the same (centered 
properly?) - that is, SB-N and SB-R sound approximately the same 
place relative to center, but then the sound from the receiver is 
cutoff on the highs for my tastes. If I get SB-N where I want it, 
SB-R is in bad shape. Oh well. 


Anyone do this one, or know which cap is, for sure, the adjustment 
for which mode?

I recommend variety. It's very boring to only listen to tapes or only listen 

to computer-generated code. 

Do them all. For a computer program I recommend "Super-morse", it has just about 
all one needs for this part of the training. Many other programs are good too. 
The real secret of getting your speed up is listening on the air. You'll do better 
getting on the novice bands and roughing it a bit... 40M in the evening is the 
right place. Among the BCI you'll hear a few novices at reasonable speeds. 

The last trick is to send with a keyer. With a straight key, you control your 
moves based on your knowledge of the STRUCTURE of a letter. With a keyer you are 
forced to listen - you send based on the SOUND of the letter. 

In some areas you'll find practice nets, where people get on the air to improve 
their skills, and QRS is not a bad word... 

I know for one tech+ that passed his 5 WPM and immediately got on the air for one 
full hour a day, on a sked with a friend. 

He passed his 13 WPM a month later.

Count me in for February Field Day. 
A few rules proposals for comment: 


1. 10 watts or less only (may not be necessary, see below) 

2. Home stations are check logs only, but all are welcome to participate. 
3. List results alphabetically only, not by score. Participation is most 
important, not competition. 

4. No station set up is permitted ahead of the start time. 

5. There would be an additional multiplier or bonus for each rover 
location. 

6. There are bonus points for all homebrew equipment. 

7. The exchange is call, RST, and lat/long or grid square. 

8. Most importantly, scoring is based on distance per watt. This is why 
the 10 watt limit may not be necessary. Although the calculations would be 
a little complex, a very simple PC program could be put together for 
scoring. (We could make this available free to all participants.) 

Changing power for each QSO is permitted, as long as the power is logged 
for each contact. The score is based only on your own power, thus station 
A might earn 10 points for a QSO with station B who earned only 2 points. 
This could lead to some interesting strategies. 

9. Duplicates are permitted, but no more than one QSO with the same station 
in any one hour on each band. 


These are just a few ideas to make it a little different from other 
rack-up-the-numbers contests. It would be nice to make competition 
secondary to participation, cooperation, and education. (for ex: "For this 
QSO, I ran 1 watt and you ran 10 watts. Want to try it again at 1 watt so 
you can earn an extra 10 points?") I would encourage both the carefully 
coordinated club field day type operation and the impromptu operator who 
just carries a rig and battery to the back porch, throws a wire into the 
tree and gets on the air. After all, this is how real emergency operation 
will start -- we don't get 3 months for planning meetings preceeding an 
earthquake! This wouldn't be a QRP contest exactly, but might serve to 
educate some people to what is necessary and reasonable.

I don't know about you but I really really don't care for the 
typical mounting lock nut for audio jacks. They typically have 
grooves on opposite sides for me to use a small screwdriver and 
‘push' around and lock the jack in place. But as clumsy as I 
sometimes am I let the screwdriver slip and scratch the beautiful 
paint job that I or someone else did. I hate it when that happens. 


I have been using the Radio Shack part number 274-249A 1/8" (3.5mm) 
Phone Jack for stereo phones and in this latest case for the Iambic 
paddle jack to the CMOS III that I put in a TenTec case. 


I would like to find a hex nut replacement. I measure 5.5mm as the 
dimension needed (ID of hex nut). I like using an old model 
airplane prop nut wrench for tightning hex nuts as it can be done 
without damage to the nut or to the painted surface. 


Someone asked the other day if their was a standard for Iambic 

paddle plugs. On an AEA CK-2 and the MM-3 keyers the tip is the dash. 
It's the standard I use and the only time the wiring is going to be 
critical is if you take your paddle to QRP TTF or FD and want to use 
another keyer on someone elses rig or setup. 


So I'm looking for a source of hardware and I didn't see it at 
HomeDepot. :-) Neat new layout at one of the stores in Dallas on 
machine screws that you typically see in some paddles etc. So many 
toys and so little time.

What you need Chuck, is the right tool. Take an old screw driver that 
is as wide as the whole knurled nut. Carefully file the end flat and 
the blade width so it's a good fit to the slots in the nut. Then, with 
a small square file, make a notch centered in the blade that just fits 
the phone jack stub. (acsii blade shape shown below.) It might take 20 
minutes to make the tool, but thats less then you'll spend finding and 
purchasing matching hex nuts. I've made one and it works great.

The only thing I wanted from the Ft Tuthill hamfest was a new set of 
paddles. While looking over the Vibrotech stuff, I wandered into the main 
building and, lo and behold, one of the vendors had Kent keys and paddles. 
They were in kit form, i.e. not fully assembled, but how hard could that be? 
So I sprung for the Twin Paddle Morse Key Kit, as they call it, and the 
Touch Keyer. 


Assembling, or completing assembly of, the dual paddle kit was a snap. The 
parts are beautifully machined, and instructions are clear. The paddles have 
adjustments for spacing of the paddles, spring tension and travel to make 
contact. The paddles themselves can be installed one of two ways, giving 
some leeway in height of paddle above the table. Couldn't wait to get home 
and try them out. They are smoooooth! Total weight is claimed to be 1.2 kg 
(2.6 lbs), and they ahve non-skid feet on them, but at that weight you might 
have to put some non-slip material under them. Very nice. 


The Touch Keyer is like most of the kits we are familiar with: small, single 
sided pc board, not plated through nor is it solder masked. The kit is 2.5" 
long, 1.75" wide and height is 1" (not counting the speed and volume control 
shafts). Weight is 2.5 oz, which would be good for Spartan stuff. While the 
board is not really crammed tight with components, there is plenty of 
opportunity for solder bridges so care must be taken with the iron. 


I thought my kit was missing two solder pins, but they turned up when I 

removed the chip from it's packing, stuck to the tape. No case is included, 

but it should fit nicely in any small project box, with cutouts for the 

paddles. The paddles don't actually move to make contact, rather they seem 

to act on hand capacitance or some such thing. Doug KI6DS told me that you 

need to be well grounded to use them, so a wrist ground strap might be in order. 


Assembly took about an hour, and went well, with much time spent checking 
for solder bridges and making sure all the solder connections were good. One 
fault I found was that the holes for the 7805 were too small and needed to 
be reamed out a bit for it to fit nicely. Some of the other components fit a 
little loosely, hence the checking for good solder joints...lots of room 
around some of them. 


Soldering the 18 pin socket for the IC was fun...there are many pins that 
have pads that are there just for support, they don't connect to anything. 
Very closely spaced, so take care here. 


After verifying that I had 5 volts to the IC, I placed it in it's socket and 
fired the keyer up. Voila, it had noise. But the speed control is way too 
fast at its lower end. Got to find some way to slow that down. The volume 
control works well, turning the sound completely off at the lower end. 


Now to slow the speed down some and fit it into a case. 


I have no connection with Kent or any of it's dealers, etc. I had heard 
about them on the list, saw them at the hamfest and played with them, so I 
got them. All the other disclaimers also apply.

Craig, AA3MD described an adjustment today for the TS-850 to set it for QRP 
output levels. 


In his post he suggested removing the bottom plate (2 screws - a sub plate) 
to expose a pot labeled MIN on the board with the 8.83 mHz filters. 


I traced the pot on the schematic (this is no easy task with these Kenwood 


schematics) and it seemed to simply set the limit of resistance for the power 


pot on the front panel. 


Well Craig is right. This really simple adjustment allowed me to set minimum 
power on my rig to 850 mW!! Three full "bars" on the power meter are now 4.5 
watts. This is a real QRP rig now..with full ALC control. It is possible to 


set the ALC to mid range at all power settings! I had used the CAR control 
to adjust the ALC down to get QRP with it before, but as Craig observed, I 
had a lot of "power level drift" and had to adjust the ALC often. 


Special to Jim Duffey.. Thanks for your help on my TS 850 problems in the 
past..I thought this would be especially interesting for you.

Gang, 
Saw a post re the TS850 for QRP. This has been my main station rig for 
the past year and I operate 100% QRP. 


The factory spec for minimum power is 10 watts with the POWER CONTROL 
in the full counter clock-wise position and the CAR CONTROL full 
clock-wise position with the frequency set to 14.200.00 into a 50ohm 
load. 


If you remove the bottom plate (not the whole bottom cover) you'll see 
a very small POT marked MIN PWR or just MIN. Prior to making any 
adjustments make not of the actual power setting on your power meter, 
so if you wish to return the unit to its original spec you can. By 
reducing the POWER control fully CC and advancing the CAR control full 
Clock-wise, adjust the MIN pot until you get what ever low power 
setting you wish. You'll notice that when you max the CAR control to 
its fullest position, the ALC reading on your rig will be way off the 
scale ... that's OK, but as you reduce power via the internal pot to 
say 5 watts, the ALC reading should fall into the proper setting. 


My rig is presently set to 10 watts Min Pwr and I just adjust power via 
the CAR control, but the actual power rises as I transmit because I'm 
below the threshhold of the ALC/CAR control ... so adjusting the 
internal pot to say a 5 watt min pwr allows the ALC to activate and 
regulate the power properly as it does when the rig is set to 10 or 20 
watts as per the factory spec. 


I've operated many times in the MW range, just by reducing the CAR 
control only, but you really have to keep an eye on your pwr meter and 
readjust the CAR control as needed through out a QSO. Reducing the MIN 
pwr via the internal pot should eliminate the need for constant power 
monitoring and readjustment. Reducing the MIN pwr internally should 
not effect the high end of the rig's MAX pwr ... if it does and it 
bothers you, just return to the rigs initial setting you noted prior to 
your adjustments.

change in the "ARCI" portion of the club name. 


The odd dissenters list several reasons why this cannot be done. To them 
I say, "Anything can be done. It's all in the manner in which you 
approach the problem". 


As was to be expected, the majority of the dissenters (all three of them) 
are "old guard" who don't want the club name changed on a whim. I must 
agree with that. We do not need to change the club name just to change 
it. However, if we do agree, in principle, that the name needs changing, 
then it is up to the officers and BoD members to act upon the desires of 
the membership..... remember, that's why they were elected in the first 
place. 


K3TKS states that the motion was brought up before the board and soundly 
defeated. However, VO1DRB, a BoD member present at Dayton when this 
motion was presented, states that the motion was put to a quick vote and 
defeated due to "more pressing hot items". What a great way to postpone 
making a decision. 


I, for one, feel that the need to rename the club is valid. We do not 
represent QRP on an international level to anyone, anywhere. We are an 
international club in membership, but not in influence. 


K3TKS brings up a very valid point about wasting time and desiring to 
support things like the Ukraine QRP library, etc. One of the major 
problems with the QRP ARCI in the past (and I speak from 9 years worth of 
experience as a BoD member) is the inability of the BoD and Officers to 
agree on anything! Honest to God, Danny, if I thought that the QRP ARCI 
could do what AA4XX and others have done in a timely manner regarding the 
Ukraine QRPers, I would run for a BoD position tomorrow. However, I know 
better. The “old guard" keeps tight rein on new members and things never 
change. 


I would like to see a test case made of this issue of a name change. Poll 
the membership in the next issue (yes, the NEXT issue) of the Quarterly. 
Make the results known via the qrp-1l and then have the BoD act upon the 
members desires. It would be interesting to see how responsive the club 
management would be on this issue. 


As long as this issue remains an active thread, I will continue to 
collect the responses. Within a week or so, I will forward the results to 
the qrp-l so we can all see what the masses desire.

Howdy, 

Firstly I would like to thank all those who taught me how to 
tune up old valve type radios and use the antenna tuner. All messages 
were kept, but I could not reply to all (there were that many). 

We set off over the alps which had suprisingly little snow 
(at least compared to last year). We made it through to a place called 
Moroka, and camped beside the Moroka river. I set up the 5-Band Vertical 
trap with four ground radials, approx 20 meters longs each. The 
radials were made of insulated copper building wire and were placed 
on the ground with approx 90 degrees between each radial. 

I also used a large earth stake because the ground was very 
soft and wet, so it would have been fairly conductive. We got good 
signals on 80, 40 and 20 with this antenna. The next day I built a 
80 m inverted V. This is quite a big antenna, and had great gain. 
Both the V and the Vertical loaded up quite well with the 
antenna tuner. 

One thing I did learn, was that you must look at both 
forward and reflected power when tuning up the antenna. Sometimes 
an increase in forward power will reuslt in an increased in SWR! 

The biggest killer was the 7 Amps that the set drew on recieve 
with the heaters on. 

Oh, I got so used to SSB contacts that I forgot to add 
Carrier gain on CW. My hour or so of calling CQ sounded good 
to me, pity no one else ever heard it. At the same time, I 
would have found CW difficult, esp in the dark. All the same, 


I'll learn. 

We had a strecher to sleep on. On the strecher were newspapers, 
towles, blackets, the sleeping bag and a blanket on top. I wore to 
bed 3 pairs of socks, two pairs of pants, a tee shirt, football jumper 
(aussie rules football), a shirt, two wollen jumpers, a balaclava and 
gloves. Oh, I left a cup of tea next to my bed inside the tent overnight 
and the next morning it was frozen! EEiihhh!

Here is an easy way to get the offset real close for the way you like to 
operate. Most people don't know what a 600-700 cycle tone sounds like, 
but everyone knows the pitch of the CW note they would like to here 
coming from their rig. The only test equipment required is a receiver, 
a soldering iron and a switch. Locate in your circuit where the 

offset it switched in your VFO. There is usually a series resistor from 
the keying line or a transistor switch. Disconnect this resistor at one 
end and connect the switch so it switches the offset on and off. 


Now connect the rig to your dummy load, place it near your receiver. 
(You may have to wrap a piece of hookup wire around the outside of the 
coax going from your rig to dummy load and connect it to the receiver to 
pickup enough signal.) Key your rig and zero beat its signal on the 
receiver. Release the key, switch in the offset, key the rig again. 


You should hear a tone from your receiver. Without adjusting the 
receiver or your rigs vfo. Adjust the offset trimmer until you hear 
the pitch of the CW note you like to listen to. You are done! 


You might consider installing a small push button switch in your rig in 

place of the test switch. Label it ZERO BEAT. Push the switch and zero 
beat the other guys signal. Release the switch and he is right where you 
want him. More important, you are right were he wants you too!

I recently purchased and built a WM-1 QRP Wattmeter. When going through the 
alignment procedure, I found that I could not get the meter to read full 
scale with the voltages suggested. I have not had much time to look at the 
thing lately, but did check to see that I had the correct value of resistor 
in series with the meter movement. I played with it today and found that I 


had to increase the voltages by approximately 60% to get a full scale 
reading. 


I am not a technician, and am limited to a DVM for troubleshooting. I 
believe that either the LM-358N is bad or the meter movement itself. Anyone 
have any opinions on what the problem could be, or suggestions on pinning 
it down?

A lot of good suggestions have been given, but one thing many of us forget 
is that, if you have not passed the 13 wpm test, there isn't much you can do 
in the way of operating outside of the novice bands, therefore it's hard to 
find someone to have a qso with at more than, say, 10 wpm or so. I think the 
best way to get ‘over the hump' is to listen and copy on the lower end of 
40, or on 20 and 30. This way you get practice at copying both sides of the 
qso, which is what the test gives you, and you can do so at a much higher 
speed than generally found on the novice bands. 


One unrealistic thing about the code tests; they send both sides of the qso. 
Maybe there ought to be some sort of learner's permit :*%) so we could get on 
a portion of the next higher band segment and really practice. It's sort of 
funny that you can't have a qso at 5 wpm until you have passed the test, and 
can't go any faster until the other tests have been passed. The tests are 
strictly oriented towards copying, so that's what you should be doing.

fear that responses like that of K3TKS to WA8MCQ on the question of 


changing the name of QRP ARCI to something else may do more to alienate 
readers from the club than to end discussion. For those who sincerely 
believe that changing the club name would have some benefits, if no other 


than to relieve some folks of the idea that the club name indicates a 
misplaced superiority complex, the idea is not something that "smells" or 
whose benefit is "NONE." In fact, these folks believe that there would be 
positive benefit to the name change in terms of the club's image, one of 
perhaps more modesty. These people also believe they are not "wasting 
[their] time," since they have apparently given great thought to the 
question and perhaps experienced some negativity in connection with the 
present name. To suggest that a BoD decision cannot at some future time 
be reviewed and even changed if sufficiinet merit is seen in an idea is to 
try to quell the question by misplaced implied authority. 


I have lived with the name QRP ARCI for decades without pain. My only 
interest in the names earlier suggested was to move discussion forward in 
the direction of having something definite with which to work, if folks 
indeed wish to change the name. After all, GQRP is international while 
still being very G. The club certainly would not suffer. Incidentally, 
reincorporation would not be necessary, but only an amendment made in the 
articles of incorporation, with some small fee for registering the change. 
If the fee is great, QRP ARCI is not incorporated in the right state. 


So what are the rational arguments for and against a name change or a 
name preservation? This is what makes a difference. Whether or not the 
issue should be debated on QRP-L is another open question, but if not, 
then perhaps someone might commission a proponent of change and a 
proponent of preservation to write "point-counterpoint" articles for QQ. 


A name change or a name preservation is not in any way incompatible with 
any of the many ways in which the club can be stronger and make a stronger 
impact on amateur radio. The Zuni Loopers are known throughout the 
country in a very favorable light despite a name that a few might construe 
as either ludicrous or a disservice to a certain nation of native 
Americans--because of their high amateur radio achievement they end up 
honoring whatever name they choose. So too with us: QRP ARCI or 
something else with a slightly different image: we honor it or fail to 
honor it by the level of our service to amateur radio and beyond. 


So, if we debate the question of a name change, let us by all means remain 
true to what is relevant to a name change.

I too blew off the 13 wpm 3 times, so I have some appreciation for your 
predicament. At the time I was consistently copying 13-15 wpm at home, in the 
presence 

of other hams. Like many of the more mature/technically savvy entering the hobby, 
I have no problem with any written, knowledge oriented testing situation. CW 
copy though is another type of skill. The way I eventually passed (on the 4th 
time) was a friend arriving unannounced and unexpectedly early on a saturday 
morning, stuffing my mouth with a sausage biscuit and driving me to the test site. 
I believe he even paid the test fee. It seems my friends conspired to allow me to 
"perform" cw copy before the anxiety set in. The skills necessary for cw copy are 
unique and are not subject to the usual cognitive processes many of us use to 
over come problems. I am now at abt 50-70% copy at 25 wom, and if the sender is 
excellent can headcopy a lot of 20 wpm. I am waiting for my friends again, hi 

hi. BTW, you will LOVE cw when the wall is surmounted. de Mike, KR4IT

Practice, practice, practice! Try to find a novice buddy on 40m and ragchew 
as frequently as possible for long periods. If that isn't possible, get 
some computer CW software (the ARRL web server has some shareware stuff 
that I have used, it's good). Try to practice at least twice per day for 
not more than 20-30 minutes. Listen to code faster than you can copy by ear, 
don't try to write it down. Then, slow down by about 2-5 WPM and copy it 
again, this time writing it down. You'll need to do this for the test. 
Listen to at least 18-20WPM so you aren't counting the dits and dahs 
separately. You want to hear the whole sound of the characters. 


You should find the faster CW prepares you to copy a few WPM slower. 

It is just a matter of "burning" the pathways into your brain's memory 

cells, much the same as practicing anything else. Don't allow any interruptions 
or distractions, like the kids or telephone. And don't practice too long ata 
time. Two sessions per day worked best for me, one in the morning and another 
at night. Just like shooting free throws in basketball, if you practice too 
much for too long you'll not get better. 


Ya just gotta keep after this, much like weight or distance training the body. 
Keep a positive attitude. I can do this! I can do this! Don't dread doing it. 
Just think about conquering it and moving always forward. Like Algebra! The 
mind and body will discard unused material quickly, to make room for other 
usage. So keep hammering away, and you will succeed. 


Oh yeah, if you hear someone with a poor fist, don't QSO with him! You don't 
want or need the negative feedback on CW! Get someone using a keyboard or a 
good keyer. Leave the receiver on in the shack tuned to some nice CW, even if 
your are doing something else and just half-paying attention. Your subconcious 
will still hear it and help reinforce what you have learned. 


These are just some things that have helped me go from a rusty 15WPM to 30WPM 
in about a month of serious training.

Hi Jukka and QRP-L gang, 


If you don't mind I'd like to make a friendly rebuttable about the transmit 
offset problem being the sole responsibility of the guy with the 250Hz 
filter (well you didn't actually say that but it makes for a good starting 
debate :%) 


I had mentioned in my posting that during a recent QRP ARCI Homebrew Sprint 
contest (July 14) that I had to revert to using my fancy commercial rig 
(Ic-706) which only had a 250 Hz cw filter (also the 2.4 Khz ssb filter) and 
that about a third of the QRPers I made a contest QSO with were off my 
frequency. Well that is no big deal for me since I do look around with my 


RIT if I am limited to a narrow filter. Now here's were the problem lies: 


1. A number of the stations who called me off frequency came back with quick 
contest like exchanges (i.e. I CQ and then I hear (?) de W1ABC W1ABC k. 

Well guess what - since that station WAS NOT on my frequency it took me a 
few milliseconds to "search" for that caller. Usually I catch a tail end 
and then send "QRZ?" and then maybe I get that station zeroed in. If 
anyone has done any contesting you know how wasteful that method of 
operation is and that is why Big Time contesters "fly " with Q's - they 
stick to one frequency. 


2. Wasteful you say - well I have to admit I like friendly qrp contests 
because there is no pressure to be worried about "wasted" time. But I will 
say I like nothing more than a "snappy" contest exchange with a station who 
comes up on my calling freq (and I like doing the same). But I realize that 
there are many new contesters on during a qrp contest so I enjoy searching 
them out while I twiddle my RIT and maybe change my sending speed. 


3. So don't worry about the guy/gal who has the 250 narrow filter backed up 
by a 50Hz DSP filter - he/she knows what he or she is doing and knows the 
penalty for missed Q's. Actually you will have to know that I like tight 
filtering on my rigs because one thing you learn in QRP contests - you need 
to learn how to "dig" a station out with many other stations around pumping 
that AGC, QSB going full force and QRN licking at every letter you're trying 
to receive. I have pulled out some REAL weak contacts with narrow filters. 


4. So the bottom line is - if you want to have more fun in contesting (or 
whatever you do in QRP) strive to get your rig up to tip top shape and get 
that transmitter offset aligned. If the rig design doesn't allow for 
adjustable offset (Norcal 40-9er) then try some modifications. Otherwise 
just be happy than someone DOES come back to you. 


So Jukka - your turn for counter-point - hi. 


I'd also like to thank Clayton KAOGKC here on the qrp-l list for his 
comments on adding a "zero-beat" push button to a rig - I need to do that 
one of these days.

>If I were to do a hybrid of the two designs, I'd probably include 
>the option of a switching in a second section of the input 
>capacitor. I'd use the tank circuit arrangement of the JJZ 
>design, but only one output link, of probably 8 turns (maybe 6, 
>but that might unduly hurt at high impedances) . 


Just for the record, the Z-Match that I've been using is a hybred of the two 
circuits. I've added a permanent 100pF capacitor in parallel with the input 
capacator, so the range now measures 122pF-656pF. I planned to switch this 
capacitor, but so far have seen no need to. Also, I'm using a single output 
link with 7 turns. 


This is the Z-Match that I've been playing with, and remain impressed with. 
It's entirely possible that I've limited the range of the tuner, but no 
matter, if it covers my antennas and bands, I'm happy, and so far, it does.
